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Message  from  the  Headmaster 


Mr.  William  Mitchell 


The  year  2000  was  an  important  one  for  Selwyn 
House.  For  the  second  time  in  the  past  decade, 
the  School  was  accredited  by  the  Canadian 
Educational  Standards  Institute.  Our  engagement  in  this 
comprehensive  process  every  seven  years  demonstrates 
the  School's  commitment  to  continuous  institutional 
improvement.  It  also  underlines  our  emphasis  nn  arriving 
for  excellence  in  all  aspects  of  school  life. 

I'd  like  to  emphasize  three  major  but  distinct  areas  in 
which  the  School  had  already  been  planning  to  allocate 
significant  financial,  human  and  organizational  resources 
even  before  the  CESI  process  was  complete. 

The  first  area  of  investment  is  in  addressing  our  facility  needs.  We  are  in  the  midst  of  a 
capital  campaign  to  finance  the  construction  of  a  new  building  that  will  add  more  than 
32,000  square  feet  to  our  campus.  Our  goals  are  to  enlarge  classrooms  and  reorganize  the 
space;  to  build  a  modern,  state-of-the-art  library/learning  centre;  to  improve  the  dining 
facilities;  and  to  build  endowment.  Construction  of  the  new  building  in  the  west 
playground  is  due  to  begin  in  June  of  2001.  Its  completion  is  scheduled  for  spring  2002. 
The  renovation  of  the  Lucas  Building  will  be  complete  by  September  2002. 

The  second  area  relates  to  our  plan  for  technology,  which  calls  for  an  investment  of  one 
million  dollars  over  three  years.  This  has  allowed  us  to  set  up  a  mobile  computer  lab 
consisting  of  22  laptop  PCs  on  a  cart  to  complement  our  two  existing  computer  labs.  In 
addition,  teachers  have  been  issued  laptops  to  help  them  integrate  technology  into  their 
courses.  We  expect  in  year  two  to  add  another  mobile  lab  of  laptops,  to  equip  any 
remaining  faculty  members  and  to  replace  one  of  our  existing  labs  which,  by  that  time,  will 
be  three  years  old.  Year  three  calls  for  another  mobile  laptop  lab  and  replacement  of  the 
other  existing  lab. 

The  third  area  relates  to  the  Parent  Volunteer  Association.  Under  the  superb  guidance  of 
Mrs.  Nori  Churchill-Smith,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  the  Association  was 
created  to  organize  and  formalize  many  volunteer  initiatives  that  had  been  very  effective  but 
ad  hoc  in  past  years.  Seven  committees  from  Class  Parents  to  Community  Service,  Fund 
Raising,  Parent  Services,  Parent  Support,  Social  and  Public  Relations  and  Staff  Support  have 
worked  hard  and  made  great  contributions  to  improving  life  at  the  school. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  accomplishments  of  our  students  are  the  best  testament  to 
Selwyn  House's  success.  The  School's  outstanding  performance  in  mathematics 
competitions,  art,  debating,  public  speaking,  PSAT  and  SAT  exams,  senior  jazz  band 
competition  and  athletics,  all  help  to  maintain  Selwyn  House  School's  standing  among  the 
top  independent  schools  in  Canada.  Thus  the  School  lives  up  to  the  CESI  accreditation  not 
only  as  an  institution  that  continuously  strives  for  improvement,  but  also  as  an  institution 
that  achieves  that  goal.

underground  gymnasium;  an  agora  with  common  space  for  small 
receptions;  individual  and  small-group  study  areas;  meeting  rooms; 
new  furnishings;  and  storage  space. 

With  the  new  building,  classrooms  in  the  Lucas  Building  will 
be  expanded  considerably,  from  the  current  average  of  45  square 
metres  to  55  square  metres.  The  current  Lucas  Gymnasium  will  be 
converted  into  a  multi-purpose  space  that  will  house  an  upgraded 
auditorium  and  larger  dining  room.
